Considering Second Petition for 


Injunction Filed by William 


Lemke 


'INSUFFICIENT HEARING? 


New Grounds Are Taken in Plea 


After Railroad Commission 


Revises Its Order 


The supreme court this afternoon 


has under consideration a new pica 
for injunction by William Lemke ,au 
special assistant Attorney General, to 
prohibit 
increases 
in 
interstate- 


freight and passenger rates being 
made effective Sept. 26, under the new 
/order of the board of railroad com- 
missioners. 


Statements appearing in the Cour- 
ier-News and other league newspa- 
pers to the effect that the supreme 
court enjoined the railroad rate in- 
crease late yesterday are known to be 
false by Lemke'g new plea. 
It was a coincidence that the su- 


preme court formally . published the 
injunction it granted last week about 
the same time that the board of rail 
road commissioners was issuing a ne\v 
order granting 
the 
increases and 


avoiding the mistakes of record on 
which the first injunction was baaed. 


Unless the 
supreme court grants 


the Injunction 
Lemke asks the in- 
creased rates will be effective Sept. 
26. 


L«mke presented his petition late 


yesterday and the court continued dis- 
cussion of it until a session today. 
Lemke's new petition is bused, in 
part, on grounds which the court did 
hot consider in the previous injunc- 
tion, although a part of Lemke'g- peti- 
tion. This included the charge that 
Hiifficient notice had not been given 
shippers at the hearing Aug. 12 and 
that there was no real heating be- 
cause the shippers were not adequate 
ly represented. 


Lemke is willing for the railroads 


to have a 35 
percent 
increase, but 


wants it based on the statutory rate 
rather than the existing rate.

tigators were still seeking to solve 
the mystery of the Wall street ex- 
plosion a week ago, police headquar- 
ters announced 
a package contain- 


ing dynamite had been found on the 
olatform of the Heed elevated station 
,n Brooklyn. 
At the same time an- 


nouncement came Irom police head- 
quarters that a tag found in Wall 
street near the death cart had been 
identified as one issued by the health 
department in 191S to the UeetT Ice 
'ream company, of,Brooklyn, certify- 
'ng that the horse was not afflicted 
'Vit^ glanders. 
Detectives left im- 


nediately, to question company offi- 
cials as to whether the horse had been 
sold within the last two years. 


The bureau of combustibles at po- 


lice headquarters anounced that the 
lynamite was a bomb with fuses at- 
tached and fuses burning when a pa- 
trolman found it and put it out. 


Detectives took the bomb to bureau 


headquarters. 


St«m]iK Oat Knxe 
The bomb was" in the form of a 


cardboard cylinder and contained no 
caps, the board of combustibles an- 
nounced later, but dynamite In con- 
siderable quantity. 
Patrolman Swantelli, who found the 


bomb, put out "the fuse, he said, by 
stamping on • it.
